E A R T H Q U A K E SH O CK . 


Sau F ran cisco an d th e C oast T ow n s H ave 
a L ively S h a k in g Up. 
S a n F ra n c is c o , April 24th.—There was 
quite a sharp shock of earthquake this 
morning. 
Professor 
Davidson 
of 
the 
U nited States Coast and Geodetic Survey, 
who is authority on earthquakes, savs that 
there were two shocks. The first occurred 
at 3:16:18 o'clock, and was a light one, the 
vibrations being from east to west. The 
second shock was a continuous one com­ 
mencing at 3:37:03 o’clock and lasting till 
3:37:23 o’clock, or twenty seconds. The 
second shock commenced with slight vi­ 
brations. which grew heavier aud heavier 
and finally ended in a severe twister. 
Two 
of Professor Davidson’s assistants noted 
the direction of the shock, one m aking it 
from the east to the west, acd the other 
from the northeast to the southwest. P ro ­ 
fessor Davidson further states that at East 
Oakland the tim e of the hardest shock 
or twister was 3:37:40 o’clock, showing that 
it took seventeen seconds for the earth­ 
quake wave to travel from this city to Oak­ 
land. 
At the Professor's residence in the 
W estern Addition the shock was heftvy 
enough to ring the door-beil, while it 
stopped the ciock in the ollice of the 
U nited States Coast and Geodetic Survey 
and in other offices in the Appraiser's build­ 
ing. 
P. T. Jacobs, United States Signal Ob­ 
server, M erchants’ Exchange, says there 
were only two shocks, the first one', which 
was very faint, occurring at 3:36, followed 
a few seconds later by the second, which 
was very severe and lasted twelve seconds. 
The vibration was north and south. 
O a k la n d , April 24th.—“ If that shake 
had taken place ten days earlier there 
would have oeen such an exodus from Oak­ 
land that there would not have been any­ 
one left to tell about it.” rem arked an Oak­ 
land gentleman to a Post reporter to-day. 
“Everybody would have believed that the 
prophecy of Mis. W oodworth and E rick­ 
son was about to come to pass.” 
Astronomer B urkbalter of the Chabot 
Observatory reports that the earthquake 
shock stopped the mean tim e clock at 3 
hours, 37 m inutes and 44 seconds a . m . 
The siesmograph records that the move­ 
m ent was from southwest to northeast. 
The duration of the shock was six seconds 
aDd the movement of the earth’s crust did 
uot exceed one-seventh of an incli. 
The 
shock was not so severe as that of the 31st 
of July, 1889. 
I t ed w ood C ity , April 24th.—Three shocks 
of earthquake occurred this morning, end­ 
ing with a severe jar, which threw crockery 
and other articles from the shelves of sev­ 
eral residences. Clocks were stopped at 
3:37, the hour of the occurrence. The vi­ 
brations were east and west, and the dura­ 
tion twenty seconds. The residents assert 
that these were the severest shocks since 
1863. 


M a y f ie ld , April 24th.—A slight shock of 
earthquake was felt here acd iu neighbor­ 
ing towns this morning. The vibrations 
were from northeast to southwest and 
lasted eight seconds. There was a heavy 
atmosphere, with no wind. The tops of 
the trees rocked, m aking a noise like a 
heavy 
wind 
blowing. 
Plastering was 
broken and the ‘depot and other clocks 
topped at 3:37 o’clock. The tem perature 
was 48°. Superintendent Bassett and As­ 
sistant Superintendent Havdock went south 
by a special train to look after the damage 
done to the track by the shake between 
Pajaro and Sargents. It is reported the 
track was moved a foot out of line and the 
ground settled six inches in placps. The 
bridge, fifty feet high, is im passableat both 
ends, the rails being pulled a foot apart. 
S a n Jobe, April 24th.—The shock of 
earthquake this m orning was verv sharp, 
but no damage is reported.

which their drivers held. 
There are several small stream s in the 
neighborhood of the college and one or two 
had bogs. Through these the naked boys 
were urged, and then they were brought to 
th e bank of the river and walked over the 
sharp stones until their feet bled and. 
through briars and underbrush until their 
bodies were badly lacerated. 
Even this did not satisfy the cruel stu­ 
dents’ thirst for excitement aud deviltry, 
and the poor victim s were untied when in 
the center of Alhany-street bridge, and one 
by one, by means of a long rope, they were 
lowered down into the river and bebí there 
for a few m inutes, each wiih the water just 
to ihe level of his mouth. 
Tbe shivering 
set were then taken to a place of rendezvous, 
dressed and forced to drink larqe quantities 
of bad whisky on the pretext that it would 
counteract the bad effects of tbe dipping.

F E D E R A L ELECTIO N B IL L . 


S en ator H o a r C laim s th a t it W ill l*revent 
F rau d in L a -g o C ities. 
W a s h in g to n , April 24th —The Federal 
election bill reported by Senator Hoar to­ 
day provides that the chief supervisors of 
election shall be charged in their respec­ 
tive judicial districts with a supervision of 
the Congressional elections, with the en­ 
forcement of the national election laws 
and with the prevention oh fraud and irreg­ 
ularities in naturalization whenever in any 
city having twenty thousand inhabitants 
or upwards, or in any Congressional Dis­ 
trict one hundred qualified voters shall pe­ 
tition the chief supervisor, alleging there 
is danger that unless the election is guarded 
it will not be fair and free. 
It shall be the 
duty of the Judge of the United States Dis­ 
trict Court to open Court for the purpose of 
transacting all business pertaining to regis­ 
tration or election m atters as rnav by any 
United States law there be transacted! The 
Court shall be always open for the transac­ 
tion of such business until the second day 
succeeding the election, and the Judge may 
exercise 
his powers in open Court or 
chambers. 
The Chief of Supervisors may verify the 
registration Ü3 S, and iu any city of 50,090 
inhabitants or upwards mav causo a honse- 
tc-bouse canvass, but no inquiry shall be 
made as to the political opinions of aDy 
person. 
Every person charged with any 
duty with regard to any election of m em ­ 
bers 
of Congress 
who shall 
commit 
any fraud thereon shall be liable to a 
tine of not exceeding $5.000 or to im pris­ 
onm ent not exceeding five years, or both. 
The same penalty is provided for bribery 
or the attempted bribery of voters. 
Mr. K err of Iowa to-day reported to the 
House a bill to prohibit the transportation 
of intoxicating liquors into any State or 
Territory contrary to the law of such State 
or Territory. The bill was reported favor­ 
ably by Senator Cullom to-day from the 
Committee on Interstate Commerce, and 
gives the Interstate Commerce Commission 
authority to prosecute iuquiries-intoalleged 
violations of the law by means of special 
agents to be appointed by the Commission, 
and who shall have power to administer 
oaths and send for persons and papers. 


SILV ER PR O BLE M . 


F u ll T ext o f T e ller’s- F ree C oinage BiJl 
—T e lle r ’s O b jection . 


W a s h in g to n , April 24th.—The Republi­ 
can members of the House have agreed 
upon a silver bill, whioh provides for the 
purchase of 4,500,00b ounces of silver bull­ 
ion per m onth; that bullion certificates 
shall be redeemable in lawful certificates 
of the United States, but no greater or 
lesser am ount of notes shall be outstanding 
at any time than the cost of the silver 
bullion in the T reasury; provided that the 
Secretary of the Treasury, in his discretion, 
exchanges for such notes an am ount of 
silver which shall be equal in value at 
m arket prices on the dav of the exchange 
of the notes. The bill allows the Secre­ 
tary to purchase both foreign and domestic 
bullion, and also repeals the provisions of 
the present law which requires the coinage 
of net less than $2,000,000 each mouth. 
There were six dissenting votes. 
Teller introduced in the Senate to-day a 
bill authorizing the free coinage of silver, 
which he stated he intended to press as a 
substitute for the bill which had been 
agreed upon by the caucus of both houses. 
Following is the text of Teller’s free 
coinage bill, introduced this m orning: 
Section 1. Any person m ay deposit at any 
m int or assay office of the United states either 
gold or silver bullion, or both, in quantities-of 
not less th an five ounces of silver, and dem and 
and receive coin certificates therefor, at the rate 
o f SI in coin or certificates for 25 8-10 grains, 
Troy w eight, of standard gold, and at the rate 
of SI in certificates for 412) ,. grains, Troy w eight, 
of standard silver; that the ooin certificates pro­ 
vided for in this Act shall be received for all 
taxes and dues to the United States of ever}’ de­ 
scription, and shall tie lawful tender lor the 
paym ent of all debts, public and private. 
Section 2. T hat it shall be the dutv of the Sec­ 
retary of the Treasury to cause a sufficient num ­ 
ber of coin certificates of the various denom i­ 
nation hereby am horized to be prepared and 
distributed am ong the United States depositors 
to enable them to com ply w ith the provisions ot 
th is Act, aud the sum of S50.000 is hereby anpro- 
priated to enable him to prepare and distribute 
said certificates. 
Section 3. This Act is to take effect th irtv days 
after its passage. 
Teller objected to the bill agreed upon by 
last night's caucus because it gives the Sec­ 
retary of tbe Treasury the option of re­ 
deeming the certificates in bullion. 
Stewart is not altogether pleased with the 
caucus bill, and Bland of Missouri says it 
will have the effect of creating silver 
boards and rings to fluctuate silver.

acted by the Government and retained 
from the contract price for the construc­ 
tion of the cruiser Charleston because of 
the failure to secure the required horse­ 
power. 
After quoting from a letter from the Chief 
of the Bureau of Steam Engineering of the 
Navy Department, as well as the Secretary 
of the Navy, the report sets forth that the 
trouble was not with the contractors, but 
with the plans and specifications furnished _ 
by the Government, which, were strictly i 
followed in the construction of the vessel. 


W hile the horse-power developed is less 
than was expected, the sjieed is greater, 
than was designed, and speed was the 
great object sought tc. he obtained by the 
horse-power, the Government has iu the 
result a better vessel than was contem ­ 
plated by the contract.

For it is undenied that 
many wives and many husbands have been 
done to death that the survivor might 
marry with the murderer; or, where the 
murderer was the survivor, that he or she 
might marry with the lover who was privy 
to the crime and the cause of it.

C an u er C u ttin g S ays S acram en to R iv er 
F ish Cut n o F ig u re. 
John T. Cutting, the well-known San 
I rancisco dealer in canned goods, in a re­ 
cent interview with an Alta reporter, said: 
The Sacramento 
canned 
salmon 
has 
ceased to cut any figure in the m arket 
whatever, owing to the almost utter extinc­ 
tion cf the fish in i’s waters. 
"The Columbia river also has lost the 
comm anding position it once held in the 
m arket, owing to overfishing, and now that 
am ple supplies 
can be procured from 
Alaska and British Columbia, the product 
from the Columbia has cease to c-xert the 
inlluence upon the m arket that it did 
"The situation on the Columbia can best 
be shown bv considering the decreased 
num ber of the canneries at work on that 
stream. 
In 18S9 there were twenty-five 
this year tbe num ber will not exceed fif­ 
teen, and of this num ber there are now 
only one or two of the upper river canner­ 
ies in operation. 
The season on the Col­ 
um bia opens on the 1st of April and closes 
on the 10th of August. The reason whv so 
few canneries are operating at this tim e is 
on account of the demand of the fisher­ 
men for $1 25 for each fish caught. 
"The canners say that at present prices 
they cannot nay more than 75 cents apiece, 
and this difference of opinion between the 
canners aud the fishermen has resulted in 
an alm ost complete cessation of canning 
operations. Some fish are being caught in 
the Columbia and sent to Portland, but the 
supply at that m arket is greater than the 
demand and prices are very low. 
"Sacramento canners have about decided 
to close down, owing to a strike among the 
fishermen at Martinez, who 
have de­ 
manded two and one half cents a pound 
for fish.”

AFTER M iSY YEARS. 


OLD-TIME CALIFORNIANS EEVISITING 
SCENES OF THEIE YOUTH. 


I n te re s tin g H is to ric a l S k e tc h o f th e L a 


G ra n g e E x p e d itio n T h a t L a n d e d 


in S a c ra m e n to in ’49. 


Apropos of the visit of the party of New 
England Pioneers of California to this city 
to-day, the following historical sketch of 
the La Grange party—which arrived here 
in ’49—front the pen of one of the survivors 
o f the expedition, Jam es C. Kemp, of San 
Francisco, will be read with interest—not 
only by some of to day’s visitors, but by 
pioneers still residing here. The writer 
says that on the 17th of March, 1849, the. 
barge La Grange, Captain Joseph Dewing, 
having on board the members of the Salem 
an d California Mining and Trading Expedi­ 
tion, a joint stock company of sixty m em ­ 
bers, left Salem, Massachusetts, for the 
land of gold, via Cape Horn, the proposi­ 
tion being to rem ain two years, and then 
return over the same ocean route, bringing 
back whatever of the precious metal the 
mem bers might have acquired, upon the 
vessel with them . It was on a Saturday 
afternoon, aDd thousands upon thousands 
of people gathered upon the wharf and sur­ 
rounding wharves, to bid the company God­ 
speed, while the celebrated H utchinson 
Fam ily, just before the order to let go the 
hawser was given, sang the following song, 
to the tune of “ The Boatm an’s Dance:'' 
W e're formed our band, and are all well manned. 
To journey afar to the promised land, 
W here the golden ore is rich in store 
On the banks of the Sacram ento's shore. 
CHORUS. 
H eigh, oh ! and away we go, 
Digging up gold in the Sac-ra-men-to. 


Oh, the gold is there, most anyw here, 
And they dig it up w ith a spade and bar; 
A n d , w here its thick, w ith a shovel and pick, 
They take out lum ps es big as a brick. 
(Chorus) 


Now, don’t you fear, and don’t you cry, 
For we ll be back again by and by. 
D on't you cry nor shed any tears, 
B ut patiently w ait for about two years. 
(Chorus.) 


In the days oi old the prophets told 
Of a city to come, all paved with gold: 
Peradventure they foresaw the day 
Now daw ning upon Califorui-a. 
" 
’ (Chorus.) 
After a passage of exactly six m onths— 
having stopped at the Falkland Islands 
twenty-two days—the vessel, with all on 
board safe and sound, arrived on Monday, 
September 17th, in San Francisco, and two 
days afterward proceeded to Benicia. Eight 
wnere the big steamer Solano now lands 
was discharged the frame, engine and boiler 
of a steamboat, upon which the boys had 
worked daily after getting over their sea­ 
sickness. 


THE ARRIVAL AT SACRAMENTO. 
Twenty-five men were left to put the 
boat together, the balance going on to Sac­ 
ram ento, where they arrived three days 
later, tying up to a tree at the foot of what 
is now M street. The Elephant House, on 
the levee, was the '“palace” hotel of that 
day. a moat imposing structure of stout, 
unbleached Merrimac sheeting. 
It was 
one-story high, 150 feet long and forty feet 
wide, with fifty feet partitioned otf fo ra 
bar and office. 
There were three tiers of 
bunks on each side of the rem aining 100 
feet, and tables ranged up and down the 
center. The charge was $2 a meal, and 
four bits for either a cigar or drink, while 
the cookiDg was done and dishes washed 
outside in the rear—a good, honest, practi­ 
cal California mud-oven taking the place 
of w hat is now called a modern French 
range. 
SAM BRANNAX's STORE. 
W as located on the corner of J street and 
the levee, and W m. K Grirashaw (now, I 
believe, of the Daylor ranch, on the Cos- 
umnes) was his "largo (actotum 
and who 
is there living, of the boys of the fall of 
49, that cannot see him in their m ind's 
eya-kis he rode back and forth from Sut­ 
ter's fort on his magnificent white charger, 
a young and splendid-lookiug man, dressed 
in a navy blue frock coat? 
Leaving ten of the party to look out of 
the vessel, the balance (twenty-five in num ­ 
ber) struck out with wagon and six yoke of 
W estern cattle 
for Weaver 
Creek and 
Hangtown (now Placerville), but losing 
their road, brought up at Dry Creek (now 
called Drytown), Amador county. 


A MONTH LATER, FOOT SORE AND W EARY, 
The cattle dead, and all hands disgusted, 
this Bull R un expedition returned. The 
steamboat lay moored at the levee, and was 
called the Commodore Jones. She proved 
too smari to cross the bay in safety, and 
was sold for $35.000, cut in two, lengthened 
considerably, and for a great many years 
afterwards, under the name of the Kate 
Hayes, ran as a ferryboat between Contra 
Costa Oakland) and San Francisco. 
The company then broke up, and having 
sold the copper off the vessel for sieves to 
gold "rockers,” the sails 
for 
roofs of 
houses, the running rigging for lashings 
for wagons, and the galley for a lawyer's 
office, th e n sold the hull to the city of Sac­ 
ram ento for a prison brig, in which capac­ 
ity sbe rem ain ed until the prison at San 
Q uentin w as b u ilt, finally going to the bot­ 
tom in the freshet of 1S0Ó. and being buried 
in the sh iftin g sands of the river bottom. 


TH E COMPANY BREAKS UP. 
After tnat the company parted in earnest, 
some going one way and some another. 
Many returned after a few years to New 
England, and some ten years since those 
w ho were then living formed what was 
called the La Grange Association, and upon 
the return of each" 17th of March had a 
reuniou and supper until a couple of years 
since, when, the num ber having been re­ 
duced to about ten. it was decided to 
branch out and adm it other pioneers who 
w ent to California in other vessels. The 
grand outcome w;uj what is now known as 
the 


“ CALIFORNIA PIONEERS OF NEW ENGLAND,” 
Some of whom are now upon a visit to 
their old stamping-ground. 
The major 
portion of the original LaGrange Company 
are now dead, and but eight, so far sis 
known, are living in California, their 
nam es and places of residence being as fol­ 
lows : Charles R. Story, John It. Batchelder. 
W illiam Sibley, Edwin Southwick and 
Jam es C. K em p, all in San Francisco; Cap­ 
tain Moses Prim e, in East Oakland; W m. 
W . W ilkins, in Bolinas; Spalding Elliot, 
in Fresno, and Frank Storey, in Portland, 
Or. 
There were a portion of two companies 
in Dry Creek (Drytown) in the winter of 
'49—namely, the "LaGrauge Boys" and 
those of the bark Strafford, Albert Leonard, 
the weli-known real estate dealer of your 
city at the present time, being the youngest 
mem ber. 


OF HISTORICAL INTEREST. 
The fact that the bark LaGrange was for 
so m any years one of the features of Sac­ 
ram ento. and in tact the only prison there 
was in California, renders the advent of 
the Pioneers of New England even more 
interesting. 
And, desiring to place these 
facts on record while yet the opportunity is 
m ine, is tbe apology I have to offer—if 
there is need of b d v — for this long article.

As outlined in these col­ 
um ns yesterday, it will be in the nature of 
a greeting by the teachers and pupils of the 
public schools, the parents of the latter, 
and others of our citizens who desire to 
show their appreciation of w hat the Sena­ 
tor and his wife have done in tbe cause of 
education and for public charities. At tbe 
meeting of the Committee of Arrangements 
yesterday the following programme was 
decided upon: 
There will be no formal exercises. Music 
will begin at 7:30 p. m. Committees assem­ 
ble at 7:45 p. m. 
Senator and Mrs. Stanford will arrive 
about 8 p . M ., and rem ain an hour or so. 
The committees will first be introduced, 
and then parents and children and the 
public. 
The intent of this reception is to express 
thanks for the foundation of a University 
which is destined to be Becond to none, 
and which will confer untold benefits to 
young scholars in California for centuries 
to come. 
Tbe only child of our distinguished guests 
was born about twenty-one years ago, very 
near the State Capitol, and was removed 
from them by death in a foreign land. 
Ever since their hearts have been enlarged 
to include all young people. 
The Senator will continue, the same even­ 
ing, his journey to W ashington, where part 
of his labors will consist of educational 
matters affecting every State in tfie Union. 
A full attendance of young people is 
earnestly desired. '

Sergeant James A. liarwiek, Signal Corps, Sacra­ 
mentó, Cal.—D ear S ir: I inclose herew ith a copy 
of “Instructions to State W eather Service As­ 
sistants;” also, a copy of the w eekly w eather 
crop bulletin, issued by this service, and as it is 
im portant th at this office should obtain inform a­ 
tion bearing upon the m eteorological condi­ 
tions w hich have existed in C alifornia during 
each w eek of issue of this bulletin, I am di­ 
rected by the Chief Signal Officer to supply you 
w ith the necessary blank form s for distribution 
to selected observers throughout the State, from 
w hich you w ill be able to obtain th e necessary 
inform ation for m aking up the weekly crop tel­ 
egram referred to in these instructions (see par­ 
agraph 18. page 11.) 
As you have had m nch experience in connec­ 
tion w ith th e Board ot A griculture of the State 
of C alifornia, and in th e collection of m eteoro­ 
logical data, it is presum ed that you will have 
no difficulty in procuring the in form ation w hich 
is desired.

Jury- S ecu red at ,L astr an d tb e T rial 
P ro p er B e g u n .

Coroner Clark was then called to the 
witness stand. 
H e testified regarding the 
condition of Feeney’s body when found by 
him in a barrel of water. 
Feeney’s head 
was entirely submerged. There were no 
scratches or bruises on his body, showing 
that there had not been m uch of a struggle. 
Mr. Clark also testified to having held an 
inquest in the m atter at Antelope and to 
the verdict of m urder rendered by the jury. 
Archie W ilkes, who was with Freem an 
wheD the latter put Feeney to death, was 
the next witness. 
His story has been pre- 
vious.y published. 
H e reiterated in his 
testimony that Freem an forced him to wit­ 
ness the killing, on the pain of being killed 
him self if he interfered.
